We regret to hav, to regard the desth of 
Mr onda, the Japanese agent of the 
Miten Bishi-Company at this port, whioh 
tosk-place last night.

Be that os it may, it 
will probably be admitted that the act- 
ing appointment of Surveyor Ge- 
neral will not lose in popularity or 
appropriateness it it be confined on 
this occasion to the department it- 
self, ‘The manner in which Major 
Palmer, Inte A:D.C. to the Governor, 
was connected with [is Excellency, 
does not conduce to the feeling that he 
would be a desirable ocenpant of the 
important post of Surveyor General ; and 
it is equally certain that such an ap- 
poiutment would have been a distinct 
breach of the spirit of the Colonial 
Regulations. In Chapter IV,, sect. 1, 
clauses 70-71, we read :-— 

70. It is of course impossible to lay down 
any general rule for deciding in what cases 
the recommendation of a Governor will, or 
will not, be ultimately sanetioned and con- 
firmed by the Queen ; but in general it moy 
be stated, that Her Majesty will be advised 
to regard more favourably appointments 
which are in the nature of promotions of 
meritorions Public Servants, than appoint- 
ments made in fuyour of persons new to the 
Public Service ; and that when any new Of- 
fice has becn ereated the Governor's recom~ 
mendation for filing it up will carry with it 
leas weight than in the case of ofliecs which 
the Governor may have found already ¢sta- 
bhehed. Inthe ¢asea of such new Oflices 
there will ulways be more than usual reason 
to anticipate that an appuintrocat will be 
wade directly from this country. 

71, Appointments of gentlemen connected 
with the Governor, or who linye accompanied 
him to the Colony as Private Scoretaries or 
otherwise, are open to myoh objection, and 
will rarely be contirmed. Provisional op- 
pointments of this kind should be reported 
to the Secretory of State without any recom- 
mendation as to the mode in which the Offloe 
shall be permanently filled. Should euch 
an appointment be made at o time when 0 
Governor is about to leave tho Colony, hia 
Successor will be expected to report on the 
mode in which the ffico should bo per- 
manently filled. 

‘Tere is much shrewd sense and poli- 
tien] wisdom condensed in these same 
Colonial Regulations, althangh they ure 
not regarded as attractive reading by the 
preneral public. They contuin the result 
of muny years’ experience of Colonial 
government ; and it seems to have been 
discovered Ly those who regulate our 
Colomes that it is uot a good thing to 
appoint gentlemen “who have uecum- 
panied the Governor to the Colony as 
Private Secretaries or otherwise.” {ad 
there been any question, therefore, as to 
the advisubility of not appointing Major 
Palmer—whose abilities may be far 
above these required for a small Colony 
like Hongkong—the paragraph quoted 
would, we presume, hive sot tho matter 
at rest. Under these circumstances, we 
presumne, the natural ¢ourse will be to 
appoint Mr Bowdler as the temporary 
successor of Mr Price, pending the re- 
turn to the Colony of the only nan who 
really knows the sanitary weaknesses 
and defects of the Island. We have 
already stated that there is every proba- 
bility of all the important public works 
being held over until the Surveyor Ge- 
ueral resumes his duties; and it does 
not necessurily cast any slight upon the 
alility of the Assistaut Surveyor Gene- 
ral to say that it would be inadvisable to 
inaugurate any material work during the 
ubsence of Mr Price. ‘The wild scaeme 
of y new Gaol at Stonecutter’s Island is 
a matter which must, we funcy, be set- 
tled ut Home; while most of the 
greater works (the Central School, for 
instance) will doubtless be finally arrang~ 
ed at the Colonial Office. It is gener- 
ally admitted that Mr Bowdler will be 
perfectly competent to carry on the ordin- 
ary duties of the Department in the mean- 
time; and it is earnestly to be hoped 
that Mr Prico will be able to set at rest 
the many matters which are pending in 
regard tohis Department, Much has been 
said about the reasons why public works 
bave nut flourished during Governor 
Hennessy’s reign ; and one explanation 
has been ventured upon, Mr Price was 
at first the alter-ego of Mr Hennessy, 
and as such had to act as Surveyor Ge- 
neral, gs wel} ag Colonial and Private 
Secretary all in one, to the no emall 
damage of public works. When the 
decided change came over the spirit of 
this dream, the former confidence and 
friendship seemed. to be so emphatically 
replaced by Less presentable and more 

ly “ virtues” thut business in the 
Public Works Department—was almost 
an impossibility. This kind of ob- 
struction, coming from a quarter where 
all-should be snzoothnegs and encourage- 
raent, ought to be thoroughly sifted and.

Tt appears from o atutement of the 
crew, who are brought on here by the 
Lemeralda arriving here this morning, 
that the above-named vessel, Capt. Knud- 
sen, left Hongkong fqr Bangkok on 
Friday, the 15ih of October, and en- 
Gountered a typhoon between Hongkong 
and Hainan on Sunday, the 17th Octo. 
ber. The wind-blow with great violence, 
and.there was tremendous 669 running. 
Tho docka wore ‘awept ‘of ‘everything 
moveable, and the masts went hy the 
) board. Some of the falling spars foll on 
the long-boat, thereby yendering it 
perfectly uscless, The Captain was also 
injured in the same manner, After the
